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THE ALBERTA ROADS 


DISCUSSED AT RED DEER. 


Representatives cf Soards of Trade 
from Points along the C & B. Met 
im Jcnvention Last Week. 


Board of-trade from Olds to Ponoka 
met in convention in the Opera house 
at Red Deer last week tte discuss 
wooed roads. 

The main subject before the con- 
vention was that of roads and road 
making. At the first ‘session ‘on 
Tuesday afternoon, the subject of 
“Prectical Road Making” was intro- 
duced by Thos. Hoskin, who made 
some valuable suggestions. 

In discussing this subject it was 
pointed out by all the speakers that 
drainage was the first principle of 
road making. ‘ 

The questions as to actuélly making 
up of 2 read by properly crowning it, 
the necessary width and all other 
matters of importance, must in this 
country be subsidiary to the first and 
chief necessity of complefe drainage, 

A great deal of unprofitable work 
has been done in the countr~ on ac- 
count of not having it -done in ithe 
proper place and in the proper way. 
Many practical suggestions were of- 
fered in the course of this discussion 
by men who had considerable exper- 
ience in these matters. 

The next subject on the program 
Was “Statute Labor vs. Cash Tax.” 
This was to have been presented by 
J. A. Carswell. On account of illness 
he was unable to be present, but had 
forwarded a paper which was read to 
the meeting by’ G. A. Love, after 
which the various aspects of the 
questions were considered. 

he concensus of opinion was al- 
‘most. entirely in favor of a cash tax. 
While there was a uniform desire not 
to see any provision which would 
work a hardship on. the setther, yet 
the cash tax was clearly the correct 
amethod in principle, and with a little 
care on the part of the overseers to 
utilize the\work of those who were in 
straightened ciroumstances, no — hard- 
ship need result to the people. 

At the evening session, H. s 
Gatze, the father of the good. road 
movement in Ajberta gave an able 
address on the “Alberta Good Roads 
Association.” In the course of his 
remarks Mr. Gaetz showed the great 
advantage of such a movement by 
reference to what had been accom- 
plished through concerted action in 
ithe east. 

He also explained how the subject 
had been before the general board of 
trade at Calgary and the steps which 
ihad been taken towards fostering the 
movement. 

Altogether it was. felt. that in our 
new western provinces no more jm} 
portant and practical question was 
likely to come before the people than 
this of how best to develope a strong 
sentiment in favor of improving the 
eeneral highways. 

A brief address was then given by 
G, A. Love on “Artistic Treatment of 
Roads.” It was pointed out’ that 
beauty of form always affected char- 
«acter, and that it was easier to be a 
good citizen amid beautiful and taste- 
ful surroundings. ‘ 

Also that public work might as well 
be dore in a neat and cleanly manner 
as. done slovenly. This matter rests 
largely with the individual citizen, 
however, at the early stages of gener- 
arimprovement. 

After discussion on the “Statute 
Labor Ordinance.” E.. J. Fream : of 
Innisfail, introduced a motion where- 
hy the convention memorialized the 
general assembly to alter the ordine 
ance in the following particulars : ist, 
that the district council be given full 
power to collect and enforce payment 
of taxes, a8 in the case of the school 
without roferring the ma'tter to Re- 
gina, Which sometimes resulted in 
complications. 

2nd. Asking that there be a re-ad- 
justment of the basis of assessment 
with a minimum of $5 and a maxi- 
mum of $10 per quarter section. 

3rd. ‘That the council be authorized 
to charge interest at the rate of 106 
per tent on all taxes in arrears after 
January Ist of eech year. 

4th. That the salary cf the councii- 
lors be increased, 

A committee consisting of E. J. 
Fream, Innisfaif; J. J. Gaetz, Red 
Deer and Wm. Fuller, of Ponoka, was 
appointed to arrange for another con- 
vention, probably in the fall.

IN EARLY PART OF SIEGE. 


A Canadian tells of the Struggle from 
the Standpoint of the Defenders 


ee ae . 


J. Re Gilehrist, a former Victorian 
for some years un engineer on the 
Empress liners, was the last Britisher 
En Port Arthur. The erstwhile Vic. 
torian Was €mployed by a ‘Russia 
firm of gover nt contractors and 
he took charge of-repairt to Russian 
warships after the Japanese guns and 
torpedoes had rendered them unfit for 
further service, ro ie 
kone catghrist: Interviewed at Hone. 

“Tt went to Port Arthur in-i9¢ 
behalf of 2 Russian firm of so ie 
ment cootractdrs and engineers, Pre- 
vious to the outbreak 6Tf hostilities 
fn February last year, I :was engaged 
on some important harbor improve. 
an ae a erected the water-

“When I left Port Arthur a little 
ever two faonths after the war be- 
gan, the reservoirs were ready. but 
there was nothing at “that time to 
pump tte Water in with. though 
everything “Was fready*for “the con. 
mections to be made: there were a 
natural reserveir in the hills behind 
the new town, @ fresh water lake be- 
hind the Admiralty basin, Chinese 
wells that were always capable of 
giving “good “water and 


‘ving a very good 
distilling plant. The idea of the Jy p- 
amese cutting off the entire water 


supply of Port Arthur is not correct. 
The fresh water lake alone is a mile 
tong by hilft milé wide, and would 
take some dtinking to run it dry.” 
“When the Japanese attackéd the 
ships were you impressed into the 
Russsian -service!” he was asked. 
“Not at all. I simply took the op- 
portunity of seeing some war. jj 
wanted to ste fighting and the effect 
of shell, and that was,wwhat realy kept 
me there, " ie : ; 
“And your wish was gratified?” 
“Too true. isaw some very sad ef- 
fects of war; so sad, im fact, that I 
concluded “that war is 4 thing that 
ought to be stopped for ever. I saw 
Many men killed by shell, and. of 
course, | saw the effects of the tor- 
pedo attack on the PaMada, ihe Ret- 
zizan and the Tsesarevitch. I- looked 
after the repairing of. the Fallada in 
dry dock: On the: 10th of February 
she hud a hole nime feet by six fect 
torn in her hal} at the turn of the 
bilge ami@ships. I was of course, 
directly under the orders of the ad- 
miral.” 


“Had you ‘any difficulty with the 
men under you?” 

“Not much. Some of them of 
course did not want me as I was a 


foreigner. Indeed, on one. occasion I 
was accused of signalling to the Jap- 
anese, which, of course, was a Daseless 
accusation to get rid of me.’ 

“Were you on board any the Rus- 
fian war ships during action?” 

“Yes. I was sixteen days :on the 
Retvizam'oence—duritig the first 
tempt to bottle uj the harbor. 
was then grourtdéd outside the harbor 
and 1 was attending to the task of 
refloating her. Torpedo boats attack- 
ed us so Often’ that Prost count of the 
number of times they came. I have 
seen aS many as three attacks in one 
night. The Diana, now at Saigon, did 
not go out much, but ‘the. Askold. 
Bayan and Novik did a great deal of 
hard fighting. It is a wonder that 
the plucky jittle Novik tasted so. 
well as she did and she got hole 
pierced in her during’ the first bombar 
ment. Had she been 2 heavily: arm- 
ored ship she would certainly have 
gone down then. “A's it happened she 
bad speed op and that carried her 
home: ‘She resembles very muc!} 
an exaggerated torpedo destroyer and 
was admirably maraged. A remark- 
able thing that was much commented 
on by naval and military .meo in Port 
Arthur was the fact that the foriegn 
built warships were the first to. suf- 
fer. : 

“What effect had the shells?” 

“Well, the very first shel of | the 
bombardment killed and = disabled 
twenty men on the Bhyan.” 

“How. did the Russians regard the 
Japanese attempts to block the port?” 

“The officers of the Retvizan, with 
whom I was when the first attempt 
took place had the greatest admira- 
tion for the bravary of their enemy. 
On one 6f the Blocking Ships—l think 
it was the Old Queen Of the tsles—itt 
was observed on thé anorning after 
that was flying

the attempt a flag 


from her wbaia mast. ‘Some’ Russian 
officer wemt*acress arid removed it, 
when they found that a very saucy 


message was imseribed on it. It was 
spread out on the deck of the Retvi- 
zan and, as none of the Russian offi- 
cers could read Japanese, I was asked 
ff I Mould tratisivte it. “T'was equally 
ignorant! an@, ‘fisaly, Admiral Grevais 
translated" the™messatte, for such it 
was, to :réad ‘that Port Arthur was 
doomed to'fall within fifteen days! 
The Russtens hed"great faith in their 
strongheid and fitmly. believed it 
would never fall to the Japanese.
